It was a factor 
In producing cancer by directly or In- 
directly causing chronic lrrlt.it ton 
was a protoplasmic poison, which dl 
reetly Interfered with, and mars all 
cell life

that clinical experience and expert 
mental pathology threw some ray of 
hope across the dark sea of mallgu 
ant disease.
